The President of the United States a a time bomb in the laps of America’s 


off-road motorcycle enthusiasts Wednesday. The device is in the form of a 

Presidential Proclamation released Feb. 8, 1972 and set to explode just six months 

from now. Unless motorcycle fans and the industry move very fast, dirt riding as we 
. know it will be blown off the map of America. 

It is not yet certain whether the President’s own policy is to drive America’s 
billion-dollar dirt motorcycle recreation envisioned by anti-motorcycle bureaucrats. 
The political wording of the proclamation seems to offer the public land managers 
two alternatives 1.) control the use of off-road vehicles, at some risk, or 2.) ban the 
use altogether. 

Actually, granted the ignorance of the U.S. Forest Service, BLM and the 
Secretaries of Agriculture, Interior and Defense and others regarding off-road 
motorcycle trails and knowing the difficulties they have experienced in the past 
recreation, within the six month deadline alloted time, they have no safe option but 
to kick us out. 

It looks to me as if we motorcycle folks have no more time to get organized. We 
have to go with what we know and what we’ve got. Every enthusiast and 
organization in motorcycling has a big job to do this next six months. Road riders — 
this affects you, too. Anti-motorcycle forces aid in the government “divide and 
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conquer” trick: è, all of us, must immediately write letters to the President, his 
secretaries and .commisioners, district and regional foresters and our U.C. 
Congressmen (Call the Federal information service in the white pages under U.S. 
Government, for the addresses of these men). 

In ‘our letters we should identify ourselves as devotees to motorcycle recreation 
and ask to be kept informed of any actions or proposed changes available to the 
people charged with carrying out the President’s proclamation on off-road vehicles. 
We should try to make appointments to discuss our needs with public land managers 
in person. ' 

We.must all be registered to vote. 

Members of motorcycle clubs and associations such as. AMA, MIC, ete., should 
urge their staffs and officers to take up the leadership that this crucial time demands. 
Our leaders must stand up for us and tell us what to do, if you and I are to keep the 
right to ride freely. I think it is worth fighting for. ; 

Next issue I’ll present some of the plans and recommendations that the WMA, MIC 
and others have been working on. We had hoped to have a whole year to sort out the 
necessary programs, but it looks as if now we shall have to “go with what we know.” 
If we can all act quickly enough to de-fuse the destructive potential of the President’s 


bomb we are certain to gain millions of acres and thousands of miles of trails that 


will otherwise be wasted. 

Just as surely, if we fail to act, our sport will be shunted onto the rockpiles and 
bulldozered into such “concentration sites” as Yucca flats along with the 4-wheelers 
and the ATV’s. 

The bomb is ticking...

(c) Any vehicle whose use is expressly 
authorized by the respective 
agency head under a permit, lease, 
license, or contract; and 


legitimate purposes but also in frequent conflict (4) “Official Use’? means use by. an 
with wise land and resources land management employee, agent, or designated 
practices, environmental values, and other types representative of the federal 


of recreational activity — has demonstrated the 
need for a unified federal policy toward the use 
of such vehicles on the public lands. 


NOW, THEREFORE, by viture of the authority 
vested in me as President of the United States 
by the Constitution of the United States and in 
furtherance of the purpose and policy of the 
National Environment Policy Act of ‘69 (42 
USC 4321), it is hereby ordered as follows: 


Section 1. Purpose. It is the purpose of this 
order to establish policies and provide for 
procedures that will insure that the use of 
off-road vehicles on public lands will be 
controlled and directed so as to protect the 
resources of those lands, to promote the safety 
of all users of those lands, and to minimize 
conflicts among the various users of those 
lands. 


Section 2. Definition. As used in this order, the 
term: 


(1) “Public Lands” means 


(a) All lands under the custody and 
control of the Secretary of the 
Interior and the Secretary of 
Agriculture, except Indian lands. 


(b) Lands under the custody and 
control of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority that are situated in 
western Kentucky and Tennessee 
and are designated as “Land 
Between The Lakes,” and 


(c) Lands 
control of 
Defense; 


under the custody and 
the Secretary of 


(2) “Respective Agency Head” means the 
Secretary of the Interior, the Secretary 
of Defense, the Secretary of 
Agriculture, and the Board of Directors 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority 
with respect to public lands under the 
custody and control of each; 


(3) “Off-Road Vehicle’ means any 
motorized vehicle designed for or 
capable of cross-country travel on or 
immediately over land, water, sand, 
snow, ice, marsh, swamplands, or other 
natural terrain; except that such term 
excludes 


(a) Any registered motor boat, 


(b) Any military, fire, emergency, or 
law enforcement vehicle when 


government or one of its contractors in 
the course of his employment, agency, 
or representation. 


Section 3. Zones of Use. 


(a) 


Each respective agency head shall 
develop and issue regulations and 
administrative instructions, within six 
months of the date of this order, to 
provide for administrative designation 
of the specific areas and trails on 
public lands on which the use of 
off-road vehicles may be permitted, 
and areas in which the use of off-road 
vehicles may not be permitted, and set 
a date by which such designation of all 
public lands shall be completed. Those 
regulations shall direct that the 
designation of such area and trails will 
be based upon the protection of the 
resources of the public lands, 
promotion of the safety ofall users of 
those lands, and’ minimization of 
conflicts among the various uses of 
those lands. The- regulations shall 
further require that the designation of 
such areas and trails shall be in 
accordance with the following—— 


(1) Areas and trails shall be located to 
minimize damage to. soil, 
watershed, vegetation, or other 
resources of the public lands. 


(2) Areas and trails shall be located to 

minimize harrassment of wildlife 

` or significant disruption of wildlife 
habitats. 


(3) Areas and trails shall be located to 
minimize conflicts between 
off-road vehicle use and other 
existing or proposed recreational 
uses of the same or neighboring 
public lands, and to insure the 
compatability of such uses with 
existing conditions in populated 
areas, taking into account noise 
and other factors. 


(4) Areas and trails shall not be 
located in officially designated 
Wilderness areas or Primitive areas. 
Areas and trails shall be located in 
areas of the National Park System, 
Natural Areas, or National Wildlife 
Refuges, and Game Ranges, only if 
the respective agency head 
determines that off-road vehicle 
use in such locations will not 


adversely affect their natural, 


aesthetic or scenic value. 


(b) The respective agency head shall insure 
adequate opportunity for public 
participation in the promulgation of 
such regulations and in the designation 
of areas and trails under this section.’ 


(d) The limitations on off-road vehicle use 
imposed under this section shall not 
apply to official use. 


Section 4. Operating Conditions. 
respective agency head shall develop and 
publish, within one year of the date of this 
order, regulations prescribing operating 
conditions for off-road vehicles on the public 
lands. These regulations shall be directed at 


protecting resource values, preserving public. 


health, safety, and welfare, and minimizing use 
conflicts. 


Section 5. Public Information. The respective 
agency head shall insure that areas and trails 
where off-road vehicle use is permitted are well 
marked and shall provide for the publication 
and distribution of information, 
maps, describing such areas and trails and 
explaining the conditions of vehicle use. He 


shall seek cooperation of relevant state agencies: 


in the dissemination of this information. 


Section 6. Enforcement. The respective agency 


head shall, where authorized by law, prescribe’ 
for violation of: 


appropriate penalties 
regulations adopted pursuant to this order and 
shall establish procedures. for the enforcement 
of those regulations. To the extent permitted 
by law, he may enter into agreements with state 
or local governmental agencies for cooperative 
enforcement of laws and regulations relating to 
off-road vehicle use. 


Section 7. Consultation. Before issuing the 
regulations or administrative instructions 
required by this order or designating areas for 
trails as required by this order and those 
regulations and administrative instructions, the 
Secretary of the Interior shall, as appropriate, 
consult with the Atomic Energy Commission. 


Section 8. Monitoring of Effects and Review. 


(a) The respective agency head shall 
monitor the effects of the use of 
off-road vehicles on lands under their 
jurisdictions. On the basis of the 
information gathered they shall from 
time to time amend or rescind 
designations of areas or other actions 
taken pursuant to this order as 
necessary to further the policy of this 
order. 


(b) The Council on Environmental Quality 
shall maintain a continuing review of 
the implementation of this order.

DOLLAR HOLLER 

After being associated _ with 
motorycles for a while, a person gets to 
know when he is being taken for a ride, 
in respect to prices. Does the 
motorcycle industry really think that 
we all are blind to the real value of what 
we are having to pay for? 

It is quite normal for a manufacturer 
to get as much for his product as he can. 
But, when the horse starts to bite the 
hand that feeds it, it may not get fed 
anymore. A motorcycle manufacturer 
may add a 30% profit to the base cost 
of his product (depending, naturally, on 
many variables). Then, the distributors 
must get their “fair” share. The 
dealerships may mark up their street 
bikes about another 30% and their dirt 
bikes about 15-20%. Now comes the 
real ripper. “Mark up all major parts 
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double and then add $4.50 to them,” as 
quoted from a reliable source 
concerning one of our large local 
dealerships. Parts seemed quite high to 
me prior to the markup. 

In my 11 years of motorcycling I 
have owned a number of machines and I 
have-learned much with each one. But, 
it has been my three years with dirt 
competition bikes that I have learned 
the most (I crash. and burn a lot). 1 am a 
long way from being an expert on 
industrial economics, but it is not hard 
to see the injustice being done to the 
people who ride two-wheelers. 

I currently own one of the most 
expensive mass-produced motocross 
machines on the market. It is a great 
bike except for its financial end. 


Shortly, I plan on selling it and getting a 


more economical one (with no loss of 
performance). Short of withdrawing 
from riding altogether, there is little else 
one can do to fight unreasonable prices.

NO FAULT INSURANCE: WHO 
USUALLY GETS CREAMED? 

Have you noticed that every time you 
pick up the newspaper, that someone is 
talking about No Fault Insurance, or 
NFI, as it is called? Even Governor 
Reagan mentioned in~his-State of the 
State message that the administration 
would back an NFI program this year. 
Well, as long as everyone else has spoken 
their mind on the subject, I guess it’s 
time for me to add my two bits worth. 
Or perhaps I should say, my $2,000 


worth. 
DID YOU SAY $2,000? 

Yes, I sure did. That is about what 
the annual premium for a new 
Harley-Davidson would be if California 
adopted the same NFI program as has 
been introduced in other states. And 
just so you won't think we are picking 
on H-D, the insurance companies came 
up with an annual premium of $677 for 
a 650cc motorcycle weighing less than 
350 pounds in Delaware, where NFI 
went into effect this year. 

WHAT’S IT ALL ABOUT? 

Under current California law, 
insurance is offered on a liability basis, 
meaning that when you are involved in 
some sort of accident, you become 
liable for claims by the other party. And 
the other party becomes liable for 
claims by you. But, because people 
don’t like to admit to negligence, 
especially if it will make them the 
victim of a lawsuit, a large number of 
accidents end up in court to determine 
who is truly responsible. 

Although this isn’t too bad for a mere 
fender-bender, it ‘can really become a 
bucket of snakes for a person who 
becomes hospitalized or needs extensive 
medical care. Such cases take forever to 
get into court and in the meantime 
house payments and living expenses go 
on. Even though the breadwinner is still 
hospitalized, has lost his job, and is 
running up medical bills. 

Usually, by the time the matter is 
resolved by the courts and settlements 
are reached, the victim has lost all of his 
wordly possessions. And then, too, 
court costs and attorney fees always 
account for a large portion of the 
settlement. All of these things occur 
because current insurance is based upon 
the liability concept. 

NFI EXPLAINED 

Realizing that there had to be a 
better answer, concerned individuals 
developed a different structure of 
insurance, called No Fault Insurance, 
which would eliminate the 
disadvantages of liability-based 
insurance. The basic principle of NFI is 
that you buy insurance to protect your 
own interests. Likewise, the other 
party’s insurance protects him. 
Therefore, if you are the victim of an 
accident, your insurance company pays 
your expenses. The other party’s 
insurance company pays their expenses. 
There may be lawsuits and court cases 
later on, but your expenses are paid by 
your insurance company as they are 
incurred. : 

VARIOUS FORMS OF N.F.I. 

There are as many different forms of 
NFI as there are people who feel they 
are in the best position to determine 
what is best for everyone else. 

NFI policies have been known to 
cover such things as: 

Vehicle repair. 

Operator medical coverage. 

Operator life insurance. 

Operator wage continuation. 

Passenger medical coverage. 

Passenger life insurance. 

Passenger wage continuation. 

Operator and passenger service 
continuation, such as having someone 
mow your lawn while you are disabled. 

And a host of other benefits. 

What makes this even more 
confusing, is that each proposed NFI 
program has different deductibles 
and/or different maximum limits. In 
truth, the subject is so confusing that 
even the experts (if there truly are any) 
are stumped to say which program is 
best. 

But there is one thing that everyone 
agrees on. When NFI is made law, 
insurance premiums for automobiles, 
pick-ups, trucks, and other enclosed 
vehicles are reduced by approximately 
one-third. This has been borne out in 
those states which have adopted NFI. 
You ask why? Because most court costs 
and attorney fees are eliminated. A 
person. who has had his medical 
expenses, house payments, and other 
expenses paid as they are incurred, is 
usually not too anxious to go to court 
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with a lawsuit. The insurance companies 
may go into court, but because they 
have their own legal staff, the costs are 
greatly diminished. And this reflects to 
the customer as a reduction in premium. 
If you are now paying $300 per year for 
your vehicle insurance and someone 
told you that under NFI your premium 
would only be $200, you’d jump at the 
chance to “vote” for NFI, wouldn’t 
you? ; 

N.F.1. AND MOTORCYCLES 

But, if you are a motorcyclist, it’s 
best you think this out! How often do 
you read about one motorcycle running 
into another motorcycle? Compare that 
answer with, “How many times do you 
read about a motorcycle and an 
enclosed vehicle becoming involved in 
an accident?” And when you do, who 
gets creamed and who gets off with 
hardly a scratch? 

Now think about that for a moment. 
If you were an insurer, who would you 
charge the highest premium? 

Under liability-based insurance, the 
motorcyclist was liable for the damages 
to the enclosed vhicle and the owner of 
the enclosed vehicle was liable for the 
motorcyclist. Recognizing that in an 
accident involving the two types of 
vehicle the motorcyclist undoubtedly 
would suffer the greatest injury and 
damage, if I was an insurer, I would set 
up a low premium for motorcycles and 
a proportionately higher premium for 
the encosed vehicle under a 
liability-based program. 

Conversely, under the NFI program, I 
would, as an insurer, set a much higher 
premium on the motorcycle and a lower 
premium on the enclosed vehicle. 

And that is exactly _what is 
happening! That is why NFI premiums 
for motorcycles will run from $400 to 
$2,000 per year. 

NO AVENUE OF ESCAPE 

You are no doubt saying, “Well, PI 
just not get insurance on my 
motorcycle!” You may also be surprised 
to learn that each of the NFI bills 
introduced in California last year stated 
that NFI was mandatory, otherwise a 
motor vehicle (and that includes 
motorcycles) could not be registered 
and licensed for operation on the streets 
and highways. And in case you are 
thinking up loop-holes, the NFI bills 
required that insurance companies 
notify the DMV when insurance lapsed, 
for any reason, and the DMV would 
pick up your license plates and 
registration. 

There was one bill in 1971, AB 1505 
by Assemblyman Jack Fenton, which 
we succeeded in having amended to 
exclude motorcycles. Although this was 
a temporary stop-gap it was not good 
because it meant that motorcyclists 
would be unable to obtain insurance. 
And because the operators of enclosed 
vehicles would not be liable, it was like 
declaring ‘open season’ on 
motorcyclists. Assemblyman Fenton’s 
bill, along with all other NFI bills were 
‘killed’ last year so the problem went 
away for a very short, but too short, 
time. 

FIVE NEW N.F.1. BILLS 

Thus far, five NFI bills have been 
introduced before the 1972 legislature. 
None of those five exclude motorcycles, 
including Mr. Fenton’s new FNI bill. 

At this point, no one knows where to 
turn. The MIC and the CMIC are up to 
their eyebrows in NFI discussions, 
trying to work out a suitable plan for 
motorcyclists. If you wonder why they 
are involved, just put yourself in the 
position of a dealer trying to sell a $400 
motorcycle and collecting a $400 
insurance premium in addition. 
POSSIBLE SOLUTION 

Now that you understand the NFI 
dilemna as well as I do, what are your 
suggestions? Would you like to hear 
mine? If you don’t, you had better stop 
reading at this point. 


I am acutely aware that some 
motorcyclists can afford to pay any 
premium and will do so for the 


protection which if offers. There are 
also many motorcylists who can 
ill-afford to pay any premium at all and 
who are willing to gamble that they can 
avoid any accident. I feel that a 
motorcyclist should have the 
prerogative of deciding how much, and 
what kind of, insurance he needs and 
wants. 
STRUCTURED PLAN 

While it may be advisable to establish 
a single program with set deductibles 
and set maximum limits for the owners 
of enclosed vehicles, such is not the case 
for motorcylists. If the motorcyclists

I read 
from your statement that according to 
E.C., 50- of these centimeters would be 
1.995 inches.-Most eighth grade-math 


students will tell you that E.C. would be, 
off 17.690" inches ~ if* he ~ used” 1:995~ 
inches because 50 centimeters “is equal 
to 19.685 inches. The bore. would be 
17.690 inches less than 25 thousandths; 
too small, or about 17.665 inches too 
small for the clearance necessary to 
satisfy the not-so-standard bore job you 
might request. 

Now, the young racer who uses the 
five part aricle ‘Tuning With E.C. Birt’ 
as his Bible and can’t afford E.C.’s 
services will most probably read and 
study the article well enough to note 
that the famed tuner said he never used 
or uses the metric system because he 
works with tolerances to thousandths of 
an inch, thus avoiding metric/inch 
conversion error. 

Another interesting thought about 
this. Had we at Precision Cycle made 
the attempt last month to bore your 
cylinder to 50 centimeters, E.C. would 
have had to buy a new Sachs cylinder 
since it would have been nearly a foot 
and one-half too large. And besides a 
1065cc Sachs would be frowned upon 
when running in the 125cc class.

Cor blimey, I sneak away from the scene for just one week and whilst getting some 
more repair work done the AMA unlooses another one of its “bombs’’ and I had to 
miss getting first crack at the comments. I am, of course, referring to the Congress 
decision on no more Powder Puff events because of the sex discrimination basic civil 
rights bit we now have as Law of the Land. 

However, I’ve had fun checking out what the girls think about it and it’s nice-to 
find that I don’t have to climb into my armor against the AMA. .

Powder Puff President-Diane Connolly’s quote was “The AMA had absolutely no 
right to eliminate the-Powder Puff class.” The Association’s stand is that the rule was 
a rotten thing to do especially since District 37 women competition clubs have really 
supported the AMA. I know for a fact that the scrambles the Association throws 
each year are better handled than a lot thrown by the males; they work darn hard on 
their events. Their posters even go so far as to state “AMA cards required.” If you 
don’t have a valid AMA card on your person at their events, it’s ‘no tickee, no 
washee”. You'll sign up on the spot or be able to prove that your renewal is in transit 
from Worthington. 

Jeanne Allen of the End Does said her girls would definitely be “hostile” to it 
although their club meeting occurred after the columa’s deadline. 

Most of the End Does ride motocross and some ride regularly with the men. But 
when enough girls turned up to make a class, as in scrambles, the host club has 
usually said “‘O.K., we'll give you your own class.” We discussed the fact that in 
motocross — more than scrambles — a Powder Puff was necessary for safety’s sake 
alone due to the roughness of the courses and to get the Novices started off the right 
way into racing. 

Me? Well, before starting to dig into the facts my first reaction was “Oh damn, 
Worthington has done it again,” only because I know from personal experience how 
far women have come in the sport without acting like radical Women’s Libbers (for 
the most part). I’ve competed with men and with women and usually do so lousy 
anyway that it doesn’t make any difference as to the gender, but personally I feel 
safer with the men. A good case in point was when the first flurry of Powder Puff 
events died in District 37 there were three lone wolves left who still wanted to race 
just for the fun of it. Juanita Jenkins and J used to tear around Prado Park while 
Eulene Long made Perris her home (this being back in the days when we’d have to 
scrambles being thrown every Sunday). Sure, we didn’t do so hot; I made the semi 
once at Prado and barely recovered from the shock — but did we have fun. One year 
Peggy Scott lasted about a lap at Corriganville before her little bike let go. So not to 
be out done, the next year Eulene and I convinced each other we’d give it a go if the 
Diggers would accept our entry in that classic and knowing the course would be 
tougher than anything we’d ever ridden before. 

The ‘Diggers accepted but wisely put us two little novices in the Expert class. I had 
a second row starting spot which I gave up quickly for a place in the back. The club 
knew that both of us had “track sense” and that the Experts would get around us no 
matter what we did. Neither one of us gave away a turn when in it first but she 
finished way ahead of me because I did an Aldana over the handlebars in a pileup. We 
both finished, though, inspite of being waved at every two minutes by Doug Yerkes, 
Steve Scott and Keith Mashburn. For a short time we made racing history and had 
out little moment of glory. Next year 12 girls came out and there was the first 
Powder Puff class at Corriganville. 

Then came the digging into the official facts. So far no one has actually seemed to 
have seen the rule and just how it is written. It was discussed at the big District 
meeting and the apparent reading of it is that Powder Puff events do not have to be 
thrown even if there are enough girls for a class. Mike Vancil said that Powder Puffs 
could still be thrown should a club desire to have that class. 

Next man to check with naturally was District 37’s Amateur Referee Sam Crooks, 
who brought me up-to-date with what was said and what the District 37 position is. 
The District stewards said they didn’t mind keeping points as they’ve always done for 
the girls. The Powder Puff class has worked successfully in this District and since Mr. 
Vancil said that a Powder Puff class may be thrown at the discretion of the 
promoter, Sam’s direct quote is that “District 37 will continue as usual in regard to 
the Powder Puff class.” 

The most important thing I think that came from this ruling is that the AMA 
actually left a door open so a District could do some moving around within the 
ruling. It wasn’t so long ago, folks, that if Worthington said “no Powder Puffs” they 
meant it right down to the last word, and you couldn’t have shaken the greybeards. 
But we’ve got a new AMA now that, even though we still get mad at it, is a new 


concept and they are moving so fast that they can’t even catch up to themselves at 


times. It’s no longer a matter of having to use heavy artillery to make a breach in the 
wall. There is actual communication and new thinkers in the group as this Powder 
Puff situation shows. 

Further, with all due respect to the talents of some of the girls, especially Kerry 
Kleid, I don’t believe women belong in professional motorcycle racing. In motocross 
they may just squeak by, but in TT and especially in flat track, NO! 

Now that leave me open for a column on what the pro boys think, so from the 
ones I can’t reach I think I’ll try and con Karl Wealey into getting some direct quotes 
since my expense account doesn’t allow for calling all over the country.

“On Any Sunday”, will be the master of 
ceremonies, and the public is invited. 
Admission is free and Chuck Clayton, 
publisher of Cycle News, will produce 
free sourvenir programs for all in 
attendance. 


H-D to Fail Deadline; 
No Team for Daytona 


The new Harley-Davidson 
all-aluminum XR and the H-D racing 
team will not be racing the 200-Mile 
AMA National Road Race at Daytona 
Beach, Fla., this year, states Charles K. 
Thompson in a letter dated Feb. 7. 

Thompson, the motorcycle and 
snowmobile sales manager for the 
Milwaukee, Wisc., firm, explains that 
“Every possible effort has been made to 
build the AMA required 200 units in 
time for AMA approval so that this new 
vehicle could be raced at Daytona. 


“This deadline,” he further explains, 
“simply cannot be met without 
breaking the rules. Harley-Davidson 
does not choose to break the rules.” 


The pull-out alters many of H-D’s 
other Daytona projects and activities. 
Reports Thompson, “The dealer 
reception normally held in conjunction 
with the Daytona Races will be 
postponed. However, we will participate 
in the Motorcycle Show at the Daytona 
Plaza Hotel.” 

In no way does Thompson or 
Harley-Davidson wish to infer that the 
team’s future road racing plans have 
been changed. The firm’s intention is 
“to continue to test and display our 


performance vehicles in AMA National - 


Championship races. 


“The moment that the new XR is 
approved and ready, we will race.” 
Thompson then adds, “We will race to 
win!” 

Both Mark Brelsford and Mert 
Lawwill at this time plan on “just 
sticking around home” when Daytona 
arrives. However, Cal Rayborn, who also 
rides a 250 Don Vesco Yamaha in the 
250 Jr/Ex. combined, plans on making 
the trip. 

Harley-Davidson has no written 
contracts with its team riders, so Cal 
may not have any trouble getting 
another ride, possibly on another make 
as the factory does not believe the 1971 


machines have the capabilities of 
winning. 
They now intend on using the 


Daytona funds to prepare for Road 
Atlanta in April, by which time the XR 
should be approved. 

There still remains one last-ditch 
hope for H-D, however, and'that will be 
attempted in the coming week. The firm 
will meet with AMA officials and other 
firms, and attempt to get an OK on 
speculation — that is, they state they 
will have 200 machines available at 
Daytona time and if all agree, H-D may 
get permission to enter its team. The 
likelihood of that occurring is judged at 
about “10%” by one source, though.

When a new program of racing 
involvement is contemplated, special 
ingredients must be available, as well as 
a catalyst. 

In the making of bread the catalyst 
that causes the bread to rise successfully 
is yeast. 

The recipe for a successful racing 
program is much the same: money, 
hardware, mechanics, riders, or, if you 
will, the ingredients, and of course the 
yeast or catalyst, or in this case an 
individual who is the yeast or catalyst 
that will cause the recipe to rise to 
victory. 

When Bob Hansen left Kawasaki to 
form Team Hansen, it left the people 
still. with Kawasaki in a position of not 
being involved in the sport of scooter 
competition. To people like Al Goslee, 
Windy Briggs, Mike Muford, this is of 
course unthinkable. So Al set out to 
author his own recipe for victory. 

The. first step Goslee took was to 
secure the services of two of the best 
riders in the USA, Dave Aldana and 
Gary Scott. Al knows full well that 
without top jockeys the best equipment 
in the world will be for naught. 

Al wanted to produce a Kawasaki 
product image at the local level like the 
days of the 238 Green Streak, this time 
with the 250 F81M and the 350 F9. 

Over at the Santa Ana house that 
Kawasaki built, the ingredients and 
catalyst have always been there in 
abundance, albeit not always used to 
the best advantage. 

Since you can’t tell the players 
without a program, a little background 
and identification of the folks involved 
might be in order. 


Al Goslee: Al has been with Kawasaki 
since the great flood, and when all of 
the wheat has been separated from the 
chafe, most of those who have the facts, 
know that Goslee has been the man 
(catalyst) for almost 100% of 
Kawasaki’s racing efforts. With all of the 
re-organization, and re-re-organization, 
etc., Al Goslee has always been in the 
nuts and bolts area, National Service 
Manager, Western Region Service 
Manager. During the 68-69 season for 
sportsman, Al was the drive behind the 
success of the A-1 250 and A7 350 Kaw 
“twins. Al was trading information with 
Windy Briggs, who was tuning a rapid 


238 Green Streak with Jim Peterson in 
the irons racked up 28 consecutive wins. 
Al was the man who was most 
responsible for the Al1-R 250 road 
racers of late ‘68 and ‘69, it was also Al 
who made the numerous trips to Japan 
as acting Father during the gestation 
period of the now potent H1-R. 

Windy Briggs: Windy has been the 
backroom honcho for Al and Kaw for 
some three years now. Before hooking 
up with Kaw, Windy and Al were 
friends and competitors with their 
Kawasaki iron. Windy is a great engine 
builder and the mechanic in this recipe. 

Hardware: Of course the principle 
hardware is Kawasaki, 250 and 350 
motors, two of each. Other hardware 
was selected as demanded by the nature 
of competition, certain frames, rims, 
shock, brakes, etc. 

Money: Now here is a part of any 
recipe, that to be without, nothing 
cooks. Money for racing has come from 
a lot of directions at Kawasaki, 
corporate level, advertising, local or 
regional level. The man responsible for 
this effort is Kent Smith, Western 
Region General Manager for Kawasaki. 
Goslee went to Smith with his ideas and 
plans, got a green light, and the show 
was on the boards. 

Windy had been working. with the 
250 F81M and the 350 F9 for a couple 
of months; his son Dennis had been 
riding the sportsman scene with the 
HRA and ACA. Since Dennis had been 
blowing the competition in the weeds 
with the 250 and 350 Windy and Al 
figured they had national level 
horsepower. 

Dave Aldana and Gary Scott were 
invited to come over to the shop, try 
out the 250 Dennis had been winning 
with, and say yay or nay; when the dust 
cleared it was yay, man yay, from both 
Dave and Gary. 

At this point both riders were asked 
what type of equipment would best suit 
their individual needs. With their 
choices noted and agreed to, building of 
the machines was launched. The recipe 
was complete; now came the blending 
of the ingredients... 


ENGINES

CASES 
The same engine cases are used for 
the 250 and 350. Windy is a nut on two 


items of preparation that must be 
followed for long engine life. Deburr 
everything and cleanliness. Make damn 
sure that a small piece of foreign 
material does not destroy, in seconds, 
an engine it has taken you many hours 
to build. Tide and water are cheap. 


CRANKSHAFTS 

The first step is to take the 
crankshaft apart. Chuck each half in a 
lathe, one half at a time in a three-jaw 
chuck, holding on the flywheel portion 
of the crank with the shaft extending 
out. Using a dial indicator, make sure 
that the flywheel is turning true in the 
chuck, then check the shaft. You must 
start out with crank halves that are dead 
on if you expect to have an assembled 
unit that is straight to within .0005. 
Deburr all casting flash, radius all sharp 
corners on the flywheels and use that 
Tide and water; get ‘em clean. 

RODS AND BEARINGS 

Stock F81M 250 rods, bearings and 
thrust washers are used in both the 250 
and the 350 F9. Windy uses the F81M 
rods as they are factory slotted on the 
big end. Follow the same procedure 
with the rod as with all pieces, but more 
so. Remove all forging lines from the 
outside surface of the big end, little end 
and the leading and trailing edge of the 
girder type rode. Grind and polish 
carefully for a smooth overall surface 
that will be free of fatigue points. 
Caution: Take care to protect bearing 
surfaces. Take a look at the thurst 
washer surfaces of the rod’s big end; 
you will see machine marks. With a 
surface plate or a heavy piece of glass 
and some crocus cloth, lap these 
surfaces smooth. Radius the sharp edges 
at the outside diameter of the big and 
little ends ,005 and polish. In case you 
were wondering, the stroke is the same 
for the 250 and 350. Radius the edges 
of the thrust washers and polish, and get 
everything clean! 

Before assembly of the crank, pack 
the big end bearing with high grade 
lubriplate or oil; in fact, follow the oil 
or lubriplate method for the whole 
motor, including the transmission. It’s 
better to foul 20 sparkplugs trying to 
start up than it is to wipe out an engine 
because it was dry of lubrication. 
Assemble the crank with .024 side 
clearance, adjust the crank until you 
achieve no more than .0005 runout.

piston at room temperature. There is 
nothing special done to the pistons 
except the deburring and cleaning, 
remove all sharp edges around the skirt 
and pin holes, protect the bearing 
surfaces. 


RINGS 


Stock rings are used with but minor 
attention. Use a small stone and knock 
off the sharp corners at the open ends 
of the rings. Install the rings in the ring 
groove in which they will run, check to 
see that the knock pin in the piston is 
located properly so that the ring will 
not hang up and freeze. Piston to 
cylinder clearance is .0035 for the 250 
F81M and .0045 for the 350 F9. 


TRANSMISSION 

Follow the same steps of deburring 
any forging or casting flash and any and 
all sharp edges. Pay particular attention 
to the selector forks, deburr and radius 
all the sharp edges of the tangs. Also put 
a .015 — .020 radius on both ends of 
the inside diameter of the hole that the 
selector fork shaft passes through. This 
will give you butter smooth shifts. On 
the right hand side, where the gear 
change drum comes through the case, 
there is a lever assembly that is like a 
pair of scissors acting as a detent on the 
gear change drum stop pins, this lever 
assembly is held in place by a hex head 
bolt. This bolt head will sometimes 
interfere with , the shifting pattern. 
Remove the bolt and replace it with a 
screw, Part No. 92011-023. Make sure 
everything is clean and well greased 
before assembly. 


CASES AGAIN 

Main bearings used are stock; just 
make sure that they are clean. Install 
the right hand main bearing in the R.H. 
case, put the crank assembly in position 
in the R.H. case. Now place the rotary 
valve in its normal position on the crank 
and laying flat on the case. Use the 
rotary valve to scribe the lines you will 
use to modify the intake port. Dykem 
can be used to assist in layout. Caution: 
With the solid portion of the rotary 
valve covering the intake port, scribe a 
line at the top of the port -area 
extending past the width of the port at 
both ends. Rotate the valve, opening the 
port. That small strip of metal between 
the scribe line and the top of the port 
must not be removed; this is the only 
surface that guides the ends of the valve 
past the port. Remove that section and

inside the case mark the valve cover and 
modify to match the intake port. 


CYLINDER 


Follow the long accepted practices 
for port modification, using the base 
gasket as a tem plate for laying out the 
transfer ports. Pay particular attention 
to that portion of the cylinder skirt that 
may interfere with intake flow, modify 
the cylinder skirt as required. Radius all 
port edges for ring protection. DO NOT 
RAISE OR LOWER the ports! Stay 
with stock timing. DO NOT ALTER 
THE INTAKE TIMING! Bolt the 
exhaust manifold in place and blend the 
port to the manifold. 


HEAD 

There are no modifications to the 
head, but do lap the gasket surfaces of 
the head and cylinder to achieve a flat 
surface. When ready to bolt on the 
head, spray both sides of the gasket 
with aluminum paint. 


CLUTCH 

l'he stock clutch is not used. Windy 
uses the new F-9 Hub Part No. 
13087-030 and spring plate No. 
13187-005. These are aluminum and of 
a new design and really do the job. You 
will have to add one more friction plate 
No. 13088-021 and one more expander 
ring No. 13229-001. It’s half a pound 
lighter than the steel unit. Follow 
normal assembly procedures using all 
torque valves, etc. Make sure it’s clean 
and well lubed. 


IGNITION 

Stock F81M mags are used as well as 
stock F81M coils. Timing is set with the 
head off at 2.35 MM BTDC. Plugs used 
are Champion. Windy warms up on L2G 
and switches to a colder plug for racing, 
L3G or L6G. 


GAS WORKS 

Stock carbs are used on all engines, a 
30mm Mikuni on the 250’s and a 32mm 
on the 350’s. Jetting, of course, is 
dictated by the event and its location 
(that’s how a tuner is supposed to earn 
his bread). Windy says they'll run 
Castrol-R at 20-1. He swears his motors 
will wail all day long at 9000 r’s. 

Once the test rides had been 
completed, with Dave and Gary being 
all pumped, saying yes to the offer to 
ride for Kawasaki, Al asked them to 
choose the other equipment they 
preferred.

and his TT machine. Dallas says that the 
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only difference between the frames is a 
minor one of steering head geometry. 
The short track frame has about 1% 
degree steeper rake than the TT frame. 
The rest of the hardware choices were 
left up to Al and Windy. For the TT 
scooter Windy laced Akront rims 19” 


front 18” rear, to stock Kaw F21M hub 
and brake assemblies with Kaw spokes. 
The front runs between a set of Betor 
forks, weight of fork oil and quantity 
will be determined during practice. 
Bounce and rebound at the rear will be 
handled by Koni shocks. Spring rates, 
like fork oil, will be decided during 
practice. 

Windy had so many tires ready to go, 
and so many gear sets that even he 
didn’t have any idea what ratio or tire 
they would use, so we'll just have to 
wait for that info. 

Air to the motor is being kept clean 
with K & N filters. Duckworth chain 
transfers power from the engine to the 
rear wheel. Power for the TT machine is 
supplied by one of the 350 F9 motors. 

The short tracker is much the same: 
Betor forks, Koni shocks and Akront 
rims (but here the front wheel spins on 
a Barnes spool hub while the rear 
rotates on a Barnes quick switch disc 
unit). With this set-up the sprocket and 
disc can be traded from side to side in 
just a matter of seconds. The caliper and 
hydraulic unit for the disc brake are 
Hurst-Airheart. 

One feature that looked kinda tricky 
was the way the gearshift lever and 
brake pedal were placed. The gear shift 
lever is positioned about 3” above the 
brake pedal in a vertical line on the right 
side. How it will work is something that 
Dave and Gary will have to tell us 
Power for the short tracker comes from 
one of the 250 F81M power plants. 


SCOTT’S MOUNT 

Gary’s choice for a frame was a 
Trackmaster unit, and, like Dave, the 
rest was left up to Al and Windy. 

Just an engine switch is the order of 
business for Gary and he’ll use the 350 
F9 engine for the Friday night TT show 
and the 250 F81M motor being installed 
for the Saturday short track event. 
Ceriani forks were selected to control 
the front end. The rest of the hardware 
on Gary’s machine is the same as that 
on Dave’s short tracker.

SALINAS, CAL., Feb. 6, 1972 — Brad 
Lackey and his 250 CZ devastated all 
comers at the Salinas Ramblers 
clubgrounds, amidst mire and muck, to 
win both the 250 and Open Expert 
motocross.

SAN LUIS OBISPO, CAL., Feb. 13, 
1972 — If there is one run that is on the 
“must” list of every dedicated enduro 
rider in Southern California it is 
certainly the Hi Mountain Enduro. For 
22 years the riders have been making 
the 200 mile trek to San Luis and no 
one ever asked, “Is it reallythat good? 
Do I really want to go this year?” The 
answer is to both questions an 
enthusiastic, “Yes”, is too obvious to 
need words. But unlike most runs that 
have achieved great popularity, the 
appeal of the Hi Mountain is not in its 
difficulty. It’s not regarded as a great 
achievement just to finish, as are the 
Greenhorn and the Jackpine. No, the 
word most people use in describing the 
Hi Mountain, is “nice”. It’s a nice run. 

The location oť the Hi Mountain had 
a lot to do with its popularity. It’s in 
the Los Padres Forest and all the desert 
rats get this chance once a year to ride 
in amongst the trees. Another 
fortunate fact is that while there is the 
forest and the trees, it’s is not the 
rough, tough, nasty, wet, muddy, 
sloppy forest such as one finds up north 
where the trees fight back with low 
hanging branches that clean riders right 
off the saddle, and slippery bare roots, 
camoflagued with skitterish leaves, to 
drop the carelėss rider flat in his tracks. 
no, this is a nice forest. There was only 
one small log to cross and a trail went 
around that if you didn’t feel up to it. 
Branches would occasionally slap at 
you, but they were soft branches, and it 
was more playful than killing. There was 
some mud, but not very much. In a 
good northern enduro you’d clean more 
mud out of your left ear. Some years it 
rains and get very muddy, so I 
understand, but it hasn’t happened since 
I’ve been riding. 

You might gather from what I’ve 
said, that this is an easy enduro. That’s 
not so. First of all, it was 96 miles long 
and that’s a fair ride under any 
conditions. But there’s also the fact that 
while the forest per se is not much 
threat — more to provide atmosphere, 
you might say — the trails were fairly 
difficult to ride. There were lots and 
lots of downhills of the rock and rut 
variety to test your nerves and your 
brakes. The uphills this year were pretty 








easy. Nothing to stop even my little 
overloaded 125. 

Joining the trails were quite a few 
miles of dirt road and asphalt, some of 
which was pretty tricky to ride. One fire 
road in particular had about 20 
consecutive off-camber hairpin turns. 
It’s like when you were a kid climbing 
up the slide. Everytime you relax for a 
moment you slideback down, Only, on 
those off camber turns as soon as you 
start sliding you’re in trouble, so you 
just don’t relax much. 

The asphalt part of the run caused a 
bit of trouble. First it meant that all the 
bikes had to be street legal and the Cal 
Poly Penguins held a Tech Inspection 
before the event to make sure that every 
one was legal. What a collection of junk 
was hanging on those motorcycles! 
What a collection of junk is now 
littering the Hi Mountain trail! They 
ought to make everyone come in with 
everything he started with, or be 
disqualified. The Penguins did hold a 
second insepction out on the second 
loop and docked points for non-working 
equipment, which I thought was a great 
idea, in spite of losing five myself for a 
taillight bulb with a two-piece filament. 
The run did demonstrate that anything 
can be made at least minimally street 
legal. My friend Al Fox now has the 
only motocross-model street legal 370 
AJS in the world. I want to see him ride 
it down the streets of beautiful 
downtown Burbank, now that it’s legal. 

Did you know that there actually is a 
Hi Mountain mountain? There is. And 
according to the map the Penguins 
procured for me, we actually got quite 
close to the summit on the second loop. 
Some riders will remember it as the spot 
where they ran out of gas. The 
optimism of riders who start a long 
enduro with a one-gallon gas tank never 
ceases to amaze me. 

The schedules this year caused a bit 
consternation. The Penguins decided 
not to publish any schedules in advance 
and to let you know speed changes on 
the spot with a card about two feet 
square. This caused difficulty to some 
of the riders who were so intent on 
making up time that they missed the 
speed change. But it’s the way it’s 
generally done up north and most riders 
are becoming acclimated to the idea. It’s 
nice from the club’s point of view

because it makes it and awful lot harder 
to have a protest upheld. When the rider 
gets finished, the run he has nothing left 
but his memory, unless he stopped to 
take notes. Several good riders this year 
felt that some of the distances were 
considerably off, but without a 
published schedule, the feeling stays a 
feeling, and doesn’t become a protest. 

Dave Evans is the current best bet for 
sweepstakes winner. According to the 
Penguins he came up after the run and 
said he had lost four point. 

He was ready -to take — full 
responsibility for two of the lost points, 
but tactfully suggested that the other 
two were gratuitous. 


The Forest Service, of course, plays a 
pretty substantial part in the running of 
an event like this. This year their 
attitude could be described as 
“reluctantly cooperative.” When I asked 
one ranger (who was checking spark 
arresters by sticking a stick up them, as 


















the guys got to the line) if the run 
caused any problem. He said first the 
motorcycles did cause a lot of damage 
which could be seen when the rains 
came. Then he added that club events 
such as this weren’t so bad because the 
club helped to repair the damage after 
the run.

There are lots of abandoned condor 
nesting sites around the area of the 
enduro. These are old sites; there aren’t 
any condors within miles this year. But 
according to the naturalists, the condors 
will return to their abandoned sites and 
the sites must not be disturbed. The 
Sierra club feels that the.condors are an 
endangered species. The Penguins, also 
an endangered species, avoided the 
condor nests and thus hopefully avoided 
the wrath of the forest’s most dangerous 
predator, the Sierra Clubber.

Two “easy riders” of the U.S. Army 
bring the trust of the Modern Army 
Volunteer Project right into the deepest 
midst of teen-agers throughout the 
nation. 

The two privates, both SP4, both 22, 
are riding their motorcycles from one 
end of the nation to another, plunging 
into the midst of crowds of high 
schoolers and draft-age youngsters. 

The two cyclist recruiters are Michael 
Speegle, son of an Air Force Chief 
Master Sargent, and Douglas Reitmeyer, 
son of an IBM computer expert in San 
Jose, Calif. They meet the teen-agers 


head-on .and answer their many 
questions bluntly and ftankly. 
Actually, they are not official 


recruiters, but free-wheeling public 
relations men for the Army. They try to 
cope with all the rumors and doubts and 
mis-information that circulates so freely 
about military life. 

“Why. the motorcycles?” is a 
common question. 

“To get to know people better,” is 
their stock reply. 

“All we are trying to do,” Reitmeyer 
explained, “is acquaint young people 
with the true conditions of today’s 
Army» With .the. all-volunteer Army 
coming up, it’s important that the facts 
about modern military life be known — 
and believe.” 

Both say they speak of their personal 
experiences in the Army and that the 
military life is not what is often being 
said about it. 

“What wasn’t true was the stories 
about how inhumane everyone was in 
the Army, how they’d shave your head, 
insult you, and give you a gun and tell 
you to go get ‘em,” Reitmeyer 
commented, 

“Many youngsters have heard that

GRANTS PASS, ORE., Feb. 6, 1972 — 
After a year’s absence, hillclimbing is 
again going here. Welcome back. Grants 
Pass has some of the best hillclimbers in 
the nation (Mike Gibbons, first man 
ever over Widowmaker Hill in Utah) and 
" even though most riders practice every 
weekend, an honest-to-gosh organized 
hillcliimb with spectators, trophies, and 
a P.A. system adds that little bit extra. 
The boys responded with glee. Nine 
grand on the tach, dump the hammer 
and I’m going over the top or..., was a 
standard operating procedure. 

As usual the unlimited class was most 
thrilling. These AA fuel dragsters of the 
hillclimbing set are awesome to watch.

830cc Triumph uncorked a 12.9 second 
run for openers, then turned 12.2 and 
finally established a new hill record at 
11.8 seconds for the win. On a 510 foot 
hill with a sweeping turn at 125 feet, 
bumps you wouldn’t believe, and a 
climb that is absolutely vertical at the 
top. That is flying friend! 

Second place was a tie between Sam 
Groves (830cc Triumph) and Tom Allen 
(830cc Triumph). Sam cut a 
12-second-flat run on the tie-breaker, 
thus nipping Allen who ran a tenth 
slower at 12.1. Groves was by far the 
fastest on the top half of the hill. The 
second run he crested the top at what 
seemed like 900 miles an hour and 
headed straight for the moon...His flight 
lasted about 30 feet and reached an 
altitude of about six feet. Sam bailed 
off in mid flight and neither bike nor 
rider broke.

Destruction of flora, and of 
“archaelogical, scientific, historical and 
other significant sites...”

Air and water polution, litter, and 
vandalism. 

The directors of the influential, 
135 ,000-member conservation 
organization declared it their policy that 
the operation òf off-road vehicles 
should be “presumed to be detrimental 
to all areas and should accordingly be 
prohibited on all public lands unless 
proven otherwise by competent, 
impartial investigaters.”” 

The very next thing, President Nixon 
issued the Presidential Proclamation. 

At first glance, the Presidential 
Proclamation became a portent of 
doom. Needless to say, telephones were 
ringing off the walls clear across the 
lands. 


As soon as people had a chance to 
read the Proclamation a second time, 
the tumult began to die down. A third 
reading and a hurried call to Ray 
Luccia, the MIC Lobbyist in 
Washington, D.C., revealed these facts: 


The federal agencies have six months 
in which to determine those areas and 
trails on public lands where off-road 
vehicles will be allowed or prohibited. 
They must also set a date by which the 
designation of such land. must be 
completed. 


The federal agencies must develop 
and publish operating regulations within 
one year. 

Russ Sanford, the California 
motorcycle lobbyist told Cycle News in 
an exclusive interview, “Some of the 
people I have spoken to feel optimistic 
because the Presidential Proclamation 
allows public participation in the 
development of regulations and in the 
designation of areas and trails. 
Personally, I feel as though the judge 
has just declared the death penalty, but 
has smoothed it over by allowing the 
victim to state whether he prefers 
hanging, drowning, electrocution, or 
terminal sodomy.” 

Sanford, alluding to the 1972 
elections, further stated, “It appears 
that our President has chosen a very 
unpopular platform in a year when it 
would seem prudent to be popular. I 
truly wonder if the Sierra Club’s 
claimed 130,000 members will pull 
more weight at the polls than 
motorcycling’s known five million 
enthusiasts. It is my opinion,” said 
Sanford, “that a man can be pretty 
undecided about which candidate to 
vote for on ‘bread and butter’ issues, 
but when you indulge upon his sport 
and pleasure, it is quite a different 
story.” 

In closing the interview, Sanford said, 
“The average motorcyclist is rather 
famous, or should I say infamous, for 
his complacency and apathy. It will be 
interesting to note his reaction to the 
Proclamation. If this doesn’t arouse 
him, then he might as well bronze-plate 
his bike and use it for a book-end.”

These men, whose riding styles vary 
widely, all demonstrate what Bultaco 
literature aptly terms “The enjoyment 
of dynamic balance”.

it well. 

The above description assumes the 
machine’s capability of predictable 
response in every situation. There are of 
course many variables involved here; 
but, for the expert trials rider, the 
Sherpa T will virtually do exactly as it is 


told. For the flagrant Novice (see 
byline) it will do full-twist reverse 
endoes. It is definitely a serious 


machine. Best to get your body, brain 
and throttle sensitivity all in synch 
before trying the super-tough sections. 

The really rough stuff will mark the 
difference between the Sherpa T and a 
lesser machine. When Sr. Bulto and 
Sammy Miller collaborated on 
developing and improving the machine, 
Francisco asked Sam to bring his former 
machine, an Ariel, to Spain. This was 
done and they set about comparing the 
two bikes.

proved equally capable. That Sammy 
could clean the tough sections on bikes 
of such disparate characteristics says 
something of his great ability. Finally, 
Sr. Bulto asked the champ to pick out 
the most difficult section he could 
possible find. This turned out to be 
Section No. 29, the final section of the 
final San Antonio Trial. 

On the Bultaco, Sammy cleaned. 
On the Ariel, no way. The results speak 
for themselves. Scottish Six Days 
victories in 1965, 1967 and 1968; 
European championships in 1968 and 
1970. 

Bultaco’s continuing committment 
to competitive motorcycling is a tribute 
to Sr. Bulto’s belief in “the enjoyment 
of dynamic balance”.

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‘Australia fared with mixed “fortunes ~ 


in Tests against Sweden and Britain at 
different ends of the country last week. 
With speedway in full swing, schedules 
were disrupted on a large scale when 
torrential rain hit most states. Weather 
was the worst on record for January and 
the dirt trackers suffered accordingly. 

On Saturday, Jan. 15, two Tests were 
planned for the same night — Australia 
vs. Great Britain in Melbourne and 
Australia vs. Sweden in Brisbane. 
Cyclone Althea, which devastated 
Townsville at Christmas, moved south 
to Brisbane and washed out the match 
against Sweden. This threw the 
remainder of the Scandinavians’ .tour 
into chaos as their schedule was too 
tight to allow any major changes. The 
result was a postponement of the fifth 
Test against Australia until ` the 
following Saturday in Brisbane. Then 
onto Sydney for only one Test, instead 
of the original plan of two Tests, and a 
premature finish to the series. 

When the Brisbane Test was finally 
staged, Sweden crumbled to their fourth 
defeat of the tour. Australia won 67-41 
and absolutely annihilated the riders 
from the Land of Free Love. The result 
was particularly pleasing for the home 
fans as the Kangaroo team was without 
top stars Jim Airey and John Langfield 
who were riding in Sydney.

A week earlier, down south in 
Melbourne, it was a different story for 
Australia as an under-strength Aussie 
side went down by 20 points to a 
fighting, determined British team. 

That night, Kangaroo number one Jim 
Airey was unavilable due to business 
commitments and number two man 
John Bougler was on duty in Brisbane, 
although that match was rained off. 
However, with the tracks some 1,200 
miles apart there was no way Bougler 
could have got to Melbourne in time.

BLIGHTY BOUND 

Around this time of the year all the 
young hopeful local riders who intend 
to find their fame and fortune in the 
British League big time make their 
intentions known. This season more 
novices than ever before are headed for 
England, along with those returning for 
a second and third fling. 

New riders already signed by British 
clubs include Mick Page (Sydney) who 
is destined for Ellesmere Port in the 
Second Division; Dave Mills (Sydney) 
who will also ride in the Second 
Division — for Hull Vikings; John 
Titman (Queensland) the newest 
sensation who should set the Halifax 
First Division track alight; Dennis 
Alderton (Sydney) who is bound for 
Second Divvy Peterborough; Lindsay 
Davies (Sydney) who has signed for 
Boston; Mark Perran (Sydney) who will 
ride at Berwick; and Neil Cameron 
(Sydney) who is taking a big plunge and 
joining First Division challengers 
Wolverhampton as a partner to World 
Champion, Ole Olsen: Joining this 
exodus will be Australia’s most 
promising rider, 17-year-old Billy 
Sanders. This young man has shown all 
the attributes of being a really top racer 
since he began riding less than eight 
months ago. He has beaten world class 
stars in Sydney and expert observers 
predict he'll be another Ronnie Moore. 
New Zealander Moore became the 
youngest ever to win the world 
championship in 1954 at the age of 21. 

Given the right breaks Sanders could 
easily break this record and pick up the 
prize pot at an earlier age still. Sanders 
shows superb control and temperament 
and, assisted by his mentor, Australian

RHODESIAN NEWS 

This year speedway is booming in far 
off Rhodesia where a score of British 
League riders are spending a season 
sliding the dirt for the spectators in this 


new speedway outpost. 

However, the riders — who include 
Aussies Geoff Curtis, Bob Valentine and 
Bob Young and Norwegian Odd 
Fossengen as well as quite a few English 
riders — received a scare recently when 
the native Africans caused a major 
disturbance in the towns of Salisbury 
and Gwelo, where the boys race. 

Fortunately none of the speedway 
lads was injured and all tracks were well 
clear of the violence but it put the 
breeze up the promoters for a while, to 
be sure! 

NEW BIKE 

From Australia, news of a completely 
new speedway machine. It is called the 
SR60 and is virtually all-Australian 
made. 

The bike is the brainchild of Adelaide 
businessman, Fred Jolly, who formerly 
held the ESO franchise in this country. 
When the Czechoslovakia authorities 
deprived him of the agency, Jolly set 
about producing his own bike and he 


has come up with a remarkable 
machine. 
Called the Southern Racer, it 


develops 60 bhp (hence the title SR60) 
and is mainly a copy of the “Jawa 
speedway engine, except that it features 
an overhead camshaft similar to the 
Japanese Kyokuto engine. The frame is 
the exact geometry of a Jawa and, all in 
all, the SR60 is a near replica. 

The bike will be tested on the track 
next month by star riders Ole Olsen and 
Jim Airey. If it performs as it looks, 
Jolly will have a winner and Australia 
will be set to challenge the world 
market. 

The new bike should cost around 
$1,200 but Jolly has not yet fixed a 
definite price. He says, however, it will 
be more than competitive than the 
Jawa. 

The bore (88 mm.) are the same as a 
Jawa but the conrod is 3/8 in. shorter to 
give increased acceleration from down 
low. A rotating magnet model Lucas 
SRI magneto is used with a Delorto 
carburetor featuring a special SR60 
bowl. Oil pump is the English pilgrim 
operating on the normal total loss 
system. 

“The SR60 has all the Jawa dirt track 
features, plus an overhead camshaft and 
freer bearings’’, said Jolly. The engine is 
two pounds lighter than a Jawa engine 
but the complete bike is practically

back in England, that it would be easier 
to get an audience with the Queen than 
to pin down yours truly for a few 
minutes conversation. À particular 
journalist had been on my’ trail for 
several days but, whenever he caught up 
with me, I was in the middle of a job 
that couldn’t be left. 

“If there were 48 hours to a day, you 
would still be busy,” he said...and I 
agree. A day before E left my 
Southampton, England, home for this 
latest trip to the States, I told a business 
colleague that even if I wasn’t due to 
depart for another three weeks it still 
wouldn’t have been long enough. 

You will have gathered, no doubt, 


that the world of Barry Briggs has been 
a hectic one of late. The new speedway 
season in England is due to commence 
in less than four weeks time (with the 
first meeting at Hackney, London on 
March 17) but I haven’t really had the 
time to even think about it. 

My current trip to America and 
Australasia was foremost on my agenda. 
Despite the pressures of business — all 
connected with motorcycle racing — I 
managed to put in some solid and, I 
hope, beneficial practice for my visits to 
Los Angeles, New York and Houston. 

After riding in these centers, I go on 
to New Zealand and my hometown of 
Christchurch. I am due to ride for New 
Zealand against Sweden in a series of

identical in weight. Jolly has spent five 
years and $35,000 getting the project 
off the ground. 

To date he has manufactured two 
machines but after the track tests, if 
successful, he will turn out another 10 
for overseas export to America, New 
Zealand and Europe. Full scale 
manufacture is expected to commence 
within three months.

Another round in the protracted legal 
battle between Engine Specialties, Inc. 
(Broncco) and Bombardier, Ltd. 
(Ski-Doo) has been decided in favor of 
E.S.I., Croydon, Pa. distributor of 
Broncco Mini-bikes, Mini-cycle, 
Motorcycles and Fun Karts. 

In a ruling handed down in Boston on 
January 20, 1972, the United States 
Court of Appeals for the First Circuit 
affirmed an earlier Boston Federal 
District | Court Order enjoining 
Bombardier from carrying out their 
announced plans to enter the mini-cycle 
market with Broncco-type mini-cycles 
manufacted by Agrati-Garelli, S.P.A., 
Milan, Italy, former supplier to E.S.I. 

In one part of its appeal Bombardier 
questioned whether Bombardier was 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Boston 
Federal District Court. On this matter, 
the Court’s opinion, written by United 
States Senior Circuit Judge Breitenstein, 
held that, “Bombardier significantly

final in Sydney. 

Although the application may not be 
taken too seriously in some quarters, 
Arthur believes Australia has every right 
to stage the Championship. 

At present, this country —_ like 
America — doesn’t even have a 
qualifying round. Yet the sport 
originated here; Australia supplied the 
very first World Champion, another two 
champions and speedway is now really 
on the crest of a wave. The recent Test 
results indicate that the Kangaroos are 
every bit world class on their own tracks 
and Arthur feels it is high time the 
Australian public was given a bite at the 
cherry — a very lucrative one at that, no 
doubt! 

It will be interesting to see the 
reaction his application receives in 
Europe...and America should keep her 
ears to the ground as well for the results 
could have quite a bearing on her future 
interests in speedway racing.

internationals and am looking forward 
to racing in Christchurch especially. 
Mind you, I sent a bike off to New 


Zealand some three weeks before 
leaving England but because of a 
shipping strike it was delayed and may 
not be there when I arrive. 

Internationals against the Swedes are 
always keenly contested affairs. Along 
with Ivan Mauger and Ronnie Moore, I 
reckon the Kiwis can turn the tables on 
our Scandanavian opponents. 

But before tackling the Swedes — all 
of whom ride for English teams in the 
British League — I have a few scores to 
settle in America. I reckon I have had a 
fair amount of success over here but a 
few victories in Los Angeles, New York 
and Houston would put me in the right 
frame of mind for the new speedway 
season across the Atlantic. 

This continual switching from one 
type of racing to another is not easy. 
Vastly different techniques are required 
for the American brand and I am hoping 
that this trip will prove that I have 
learned a great deal. 

The physical effort required is much 
greater at places such as Madison Square 
Gardens and the Houston Astrodome. I 
used to suffer in my early days of 
Stateside riding through ‘burning myself 
out’ in the ‘initial stages of a race; 
leaving nothing for the last stretch. 

It is possible to maintain a sustained 
effort for perhaps 10 laps but over 25 
laps one must learn to pace oneself. 
After a lifetime of putting everything 
into a short, fourlap event, taking it 
relatively easy for a time did not come 
naturally.

which the road to the final of an event 
is as tough as it is here. But that’s only 
the beginning. Then comes 25 laps of 
what can be ‘pure hell.’ 

At Madison this year I will use a bike 
borrowed from Jimmy Odom, who I 
rate as the best ‘concrete-racer’ in the 
States. Last year I rode a standard 
Yamaha. My leathers are also a little bit 
different, with extra protection for my 
knees and hips should I come to grief. 

Before I left England there was news 
of a possible World League taking place 
in Great Britain. The basic idea was that 
the national’ teams of England, 
Australia, New Zealand, Poland, Russia, 
Sweden and Scandanavia (Norway and 
Denmark) should meet in a 21-match 
series. 

The idea has been agreed in principle 
by the British promoters but whether or 
not the governing bodies of the sport in 
the other countries says yes remains to 
be seen. Personally, I hope that the 
scheme does get off the ground. 

Great Britain won the World Team 
Cup last year — in Poland — but it 
would be nice for Australia and New 
Zealand to be able to have a team of 
their own. Perhaps in the 
not-too-distant future we shall see the 
USA sending a side to participate in a 
major confrontation of the speedway 
countries. 

I shall be riding for Swiden again this 
year and would like nothing more than 
to lead them to victory in the British 
League championship. It would be nice, 
of course, to win the World Title again. 
With four wins under my belt, I’m 
hankering for a fifth. The final will be 
held at Wembley Stadium on Saturday, 
September 16. 

September appears to be a long way 
off but time really flies these days. My 
programme for the forthcoming months 
is a full one, with numerous bookings in 
Europe to fulfill in addition to my 
racing commitments in Britain. 

As I said earlier...the life of Barry 
Briggs is a hectic one, but I’m not 
complaining.
